How to accommodate 
Lompoc drug addicts

When and if a Lompoc dope addict expresses a strong desire to leave his 
world of slavery and search for the end of the death he is experiencing, it is 
only logical to assume that he should be accommodated. 
But how? 
All 
evidence 
indicates 
that 
success can come from free men 
and women who have been lost in 
the 
nightmare 
of 
drug 
abuse, 
voluntarily 
coming 
together 
to 
search for a meaningful, productive 
life . 
In 
partnership 
w ith 
professionals 
in 
the 
medical, 
psychological 
and 
educational 
helds, 
a 
multi-faceted program 
guided by ex-addicts themselves 
appears to have the most chance of 
success. 
Great strides have been made and are continuing to be made in 
accommodating the addict who wishes to be clean and remain clea.*"; through 
such programs guided by addicts themselves — such institutions as 
Synanon, the famous Awareness House in Fort Bragg, California, other 
Halfway houses. 
Nearly all authorities in the field of drug addiction who are not ex-addicts 
agree that no program keeping the addict clean will be successful without 
the guidance of an ex-addict. 
The successful avenue centers on attack therapy. It belongs to no school 
of psycho-therapy. When the addict makes up his mind and is accepted, he is 
not in for an easy, sympathetic time. 
One successful program is called ‘ The Fam ily.” Here partly are their 
instructions to prospects: 
1. To stop using dope is not enough; it is just a beginning. You have come 
to us because you are at your wit's end. Your life has been miserable and 
you need to change. 
2. The ultimate goal of our Family is to create a meaningful life: to 
produce free men. You are not free now because you are hypnotized by 
notions that you have never looked at. Entering our Family means that ail 
your behavior and values will be questioned and examined. The unexamined 
life is not worth living. We offer you the chance to live again by examining 
your life closely. 
3. Changing your life is not something that is done to you; it is something 
you do. You will be very uncomfortable here. You will often find your way 
of lite hard, irritating, stupid and unsatisfactory. You will be disgusted oft­ 
en and want to quit. You will not understand what is going on. You will be 
told to do things you don’t want to do. You will be expected to struggle to tell 
the truth and hear the truth, and you will discover that the truth is not 
always easy to find and is often not pleasant when you find it. 
Synanon operates also on a “ tough” attitude. It is operated entirely by ex- 
addicts. Its acceptance was a long, hard fight but today Synanon Ciubs are 
growing across the nation and drug addiction is being successfully battled. 
“ The success of the ex-addict helping addict is due, primarily, to the fact 
that the ex-addict can’t be buffaloed or fooled for he’s been the route,” one 
psychologist stated. 
Privately, two ex-addicts in Lompoc confirm their success. 
‘‘We have at least 15 Lompoc people who have been strung out looking to 
us now for some way, any way, to drop their habit and be like us, ” they 
stated. 
Both agree that it is nearly impossible to make the start of being clean 
without the complete love and understanding of those close to you, such as 
parents, wife or husband or girl or boy friend. 
The program of the Lompoc ex-addicts is not organized. It has grown 
through the addict “ grapevine” in this valley. 
Psyche’ogists agree that a strong community attitude in favor of 
establishing an organized facility such as an Awareness House, Family, 
Synanon or Halfway House is, unfortunately, not easy to attain. 
“ People say they got themselves into it, get themselves out, or, they 
asked for everything they got, ” a psychologist stated. ‘ ‘ Just look at the 
uproar we have had here in Lompoc trying to establish a Mental Health Day 
Care Center or a retreat house for alcoholics! ” 
Meanwhile, the drug cancer grows in Lompoc Valley among the younger 
set beginning at 15 years of age and younger. Those that want to quit are 
still searching for that one place, that one salvation from a drug world they 
now dreadfully fear in which they were foolish enough to be born.

Nelson is one of the leaders of a 
promised filibuster to 
kill a $210 
million appropriation for the 1,800- 
mile an-hour SST worked out by a 
House-Senate

committee as a compromise. 


The Senate voted originally to 
knock the entire $290 million House- 
a p p ro p ria tio n 
from 
a 
Transportation Department funding 
bill, but those opposed to the SST 
feel they have since lost votes and 
don’t want another vote to be taken 
— thus the filibuster. 


The House will vote early next 
week on the compromise and was 
expected to approve it without any 
problems.

bills concerning the SST 
grassroots work by labor unions and 
the possibility the filibuster could 
even continue into the next Congress 
would bring enough pressure on 
Nelson, and Sen.

D-Wis., to end their filibuster. 


But ending the filibuster probably 
would be up to the senators waging 
it since the Senate traditionally has 
been extremely reluctant to invoke 
cloture.

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British government declares

LONDON 
i UPl i-The 
govern­ 
ment today declared a state of 
emergency, giving it special powers 
to deal with a six-day electric power 
crisis that has meant blackouts, cold 
homes and shaving by candlelight 
for millions of Britons. 
Queen Elizabeth II hurried back to 
London from a country weekend to 
sign the emergency proclamation. It 
goes into effect immediately, giving 
the government authority to ration 
dwindling electricity supplies, black 
out store windows and neon signs 
and use troops if necessary. 
The decision to invoke emergency 
fK)wers was made at a two-hour 
cabinet meeting after a slowdown 
by 125.000 electricity workers that 
began Monday in support of a 30 per 
cent pay hike claim plunged the 
nation 
into 
periodic 
blackouts 
reminiscent of the nightly blackout 
imposed during the World War 11 
Battle of Britain. 
The main difference was that 
Britons now never knew when the 
switches would be pulled. 
All week millions of Britons woke 
to find their homes and streets in 
darkness, electric central heating 
and stoves switched off for hours at 
a time and no means of cooking 
meals 
or 
heating 
coffee. 
Buckingham Palace was affected. 
Millions had to wash and shave by 
flickering candlelight. Hestauranls 
and hotels also were forced to serve 
meals by candlelight. 
Candles disappeared from store 
shelves early in the week and were 
unobtainable today. 
Television and radio programs 
went off the air without warning 
when sudden power cuts hit their 
transmitters. 
Traffic 
lights 
were 
hit. 
too. 
resulting 
in gigantic rush houi' 
traffic jams. 
The garish illuminated adver­ 
tising signs that made London’s 
Piccadilly Circus look like New 
Yorks Times Square were doused to 
save power. 
The traditional giant Christmas 
tree 
in 
Trafalgar 
Squaie 
was 
inaugurated 
without 
its 
usual 
colored lights. 
Hospitals, old age homes and 
elderly Britons living alone were 
among the worst sufferers. 
The mounting discomfort touched 
off 
an 
almost 
unprecedented 
outburst of public hostility against 
the power workers. 
Pubs and stores refused to serve 
them. Some were heaved off buses 
by irate conductors.

Nixon tells of 'opposition^ 
to his 'moral leadership' role

ident Nixon said today that the 
moral leadership urged on him by 
the Commission on Campus Unrest 
is 
challenged 
by 
a 
“vigorous 
opposition ” which fights his efforts 
to end violence and bitterness 
In 
a 
letter 
to 
Commission 
Chairman 
William 
W. Scranton, 
Nixon 
commented 
on 
the 
controversial report issued nearly 
three months ago in these words: 


“Throughout my public life, I 
have come to know the immen.se 
moral authority of the presidency. 
During these 22 months, 1 have tried 
to exercise that authority to bring an 
end to violence and bitterness; and I 
have sought to use the power of this 
office to advance the cau.se of peace 
abroad and social justice at home. 


“ These are matters on which 
every President answers daily to his 
conscience and quadrenially to his 
judge—the American people.” 
The President also defended Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew as a man 
who speaks “ with forthrightness 
and courage. ” The Vice President 
on one occasion termed the Scranton 
report 
“ pablum 
for permissive­ 
ness, ” but Nixon did not .specifically 
refer to this incident. 


Of his own role. Nixon said: 


“Every President in our lifetime 
has taken office with large .segments 
of our people in vigorous opposition 
to his person, his policies and his 
program. 


“That opposition is an inevitable 
but natural barrier to the capacity 
of a President to lead all the people 
in the direction and to the goals he 
deems right and fitting for the 
nation.” 


Nixon acknowledged the role of 
presidential moral leadership to 
help solve some of the deep divisions 
within American society which the 
commission asserted were as deep 
as any since the Civil War.

“Gimme Shelter;" 
which for all I know means

Second, plan in advance 
what to do if car trouble 
should occur. 
He listed five points to 
remember: 


1. Get the disabled vehicle 
to a safe position if possible. 
Try to stop well off the road 
on the right - hand shoulder. 
Use the center divider strip 
only if it is impossible to get 
to the right shoulder safely. 
Park completely off the 
traveled foitiway. If the 
trouble is a flat tire, and you 
are within a short distance 
of an off * ramp, drive to the 
surface street.

It s a merry event for the 
neighborhood children when 
a householder puts a big 
cardboard packing case in 
the yard for them to play in 
But crawling into things, 
or being shut up in them, 
can be a dangerous game. 
A 
while 
back, 
before 
manufacturers quit using 
self-locking doors, junked 
refrigerators killed a lot oi 
youngsters every year. 
But 
who 
would 
have 
thought 
that 
the 
much 
smaller 
picnic 
coolers, 
which 
are 
standard 
household 
equipment 
for 
many a family, also could 
be a menace to kids at play ? 
But they are. and the 
National 
Bureau 
ot 
Standards 
<NBSi— which 
gets 
involved 
in 
such 
matters—is trying to make 
the picnic cooler sate for 
children. 
In a recent investigation 
the bureau studied 16 cases 
in 
which 
children 
were 
killed 
by 
entrapment 
in 
portable coolers. 
'Picnic coolers present a 
p r o b l e m , " 
the 
.NBS 
reported, “ because they are 
designed to be relatively 
air-tight 
and 
have 
good 
insulation characteristics so 
that they might hold food 
and 
drink 
at 
low 
temperatures. 
* These 
same 
characteristics may mean 
death 
for 
an 
entrapped 
child, 
however, 
because 
once 
locked 
in, 
his air 
supply is cut off and his 
cries for help are muffled. 
“ He can do little but wait 
for death." 
A majority of the 16 cases 
studied 
involved 
coolers 
with self-locking lids. Once 
slammed, the lids could not 
be opened from inside. The 
study showed that children 
ranging in age from 1-1-2 to 
six 
years 
had 
died 
in 
coolers. 
Coolers only 
10 inches 
wide, 20 inches long, and 12 
inches deep 
«about 
1-1-2 
cubic feet» had proved big 
enough to entomb a child. 
The NBS and the two 
dozen U.S. firms who make 
coolers 
are 
investigating 
ways of making coolers safe 
by design changes that will 
keep children out of them or 
assure their escape.

T h irty y e a rs and one m onth 
ago, F ra n k lin R o o s e v e l t 
gave the n a t i o n its first 
p eacetim e d ra ft by statin g 
th a t the Selective 
Service 
System w as th e “ m o st effi­ 
cient m ean s for the m u ste r­ 
ing of our m an p o w er.” 
E v e r since, th a t efficiency 
has been t e s t e d to God 
knows w h at degree. 
In W orld W ar II, a m an 
dodged the d ra ft by seclud­ 
ing him self in the a ttic of his 
hom e, n ev er com ing down, 
until sev eral m onths a fte r 
V-J day. D uring K orea, a t 
lea st one d esp e ra te chap got 
out by m a rry in g a divorcee 
w ith 13 children. 
But by all accounts, V iet­ 
nam has produced the m ost 
ingenious e v a d e r s of the 
th ree decades. “ The things 
they do a re fa n ta stic ,” says 
a d ra ft officer. “ If they used 
the sam e genius in m ilita ry 
tactics, w e’d have won th e 
w ar by now .” 
Like the im ag in ativ e m id- 
w estern er who show ed up for 
his m e d i c a l ex am ination 
w ith a la rg e tatto o on his 
a rm . It said “ — th e A rm y .” 
It w as ju d g ed a p erm an en t 
obscenity and the lad w as 
r e c l a s s i f i e d . 
W hen 
he 
reach ed 26 (cu t off age for 
d ra fte es) the dodger had the 
“ p e rm a n e n t” p h rase su rg i­ 
cally rem oved. 
O r the New Y orker who 
visited his m ilitary ex am ­ 
iner w ith full know ledge the 
A rm y w ould not tak e d ia­ 
betics. He w as p e r f e c t l y 
sound, but he had stuffed 
dextrose 
under his 
finger 
nails, 
and 
w hen 
he 
w as 
asked to give a urine sam ple 
he sprinkled it am ply with* 
the sugar. The c h e m i c a l 
analysis, of course, led to a 
deferm ent. 
The list is alm o st endless. 
One m an w as recently d is­ 
covered to be starv in g him ­ 
self so he would stay below 
the m i n i m u m acceptable 
d raft w eight. O thers have 
gained as m uch as 50 to 100 
p o u n d s by overeating, in 
ord er to stay a b o v e the 
m axim um acceptable w eight. 
One E a s t C oaster w as re ­ 
fused induction because he 
could not b e a r to p a rt w ith 
his p et snake. “ W e’re m a r­ 
rie d ,” he said, “ I c a rry h er 
with m e w h erev er I go.” 
And sev eral chaps have been 
re ferred to psy ch iatric tests 
w hen it w as discovered they 
w'ore b ra s, p an ties “ and cute 
little p u m p s” to induction 
cen ters. 


Not all of the e v a s i v e 
m ethods w ork. M aj. W illiam 
Sangem ino of the New Y ork 
Selective S ervice office says, 
“ W e’re not en tirely dum b, 
you know. We can spot m ost 
fakes q u i c k l y . E ven our 
w r i t t e n exam inations a re 
coded in such a w ay th a t w e 
can tell if som eone is d e ­ 
lib erately 
answ ering 
q u es­ 


tions w ro n g .” B en W ilson a t 
n a t i o n a l h ea d q u a rte rs in 
W ashington adds: “ I re m e m ­ 
ber one boy who trie d ev ery 
tric k in th e book. We d id n ’t 
give up and finally got him . 
I think he w as re je c te d a n y ­ 
w ay, for flat feet or som e­ 
thing, b u t m y point is w e’re 
not easily b e a te n .”

Fat Folks Find A Friend 


By LEE MUELLER 
NEW YORK (NEA! 
About 79 million Americans are discriminated against 
every day, but until Llewellyn Louderback came along, 
not one of them would stand up for his rights. 
Louderback, 40, stood up in his Staten Island home and 
the seams on the seat of his pants relaxed for the first 
time in 30 minutes. Puffing a pudgy cigar, adjusting his 
horn-rimmed glasses with a scholarly flick, he patted his 
ample tum my and smiled. 
“ I can’t make a blanket observation and assert that 
fat is beautiful,” he said, “ but I can say that if a per­ 
son’s attitude is healthy, fat can be becoming.” 
Because, as a M anhattan businessman, he was forever 
forced into cruel diets to combat his natural plumpness 
and because, as a social creature, he was always being 
told by friends, “ Lew, you should lose weight,” Louder­ 
back became angry. He began extensive research into 
the social and medical problems of fat people. 
The result is a book called, “Fat Power” (Hawthorn*, 
which vindicates every healthy, corpulent man and 
woman in this country. 
“There is no reason,” he said, “other than the unrea­ 
son of prejuice fostered by the advertising media, that 
fat people should be forced to adopt the life-style and 
patterns directed by the ‘thin culture.’ ” 
Exposing the hocus-pocus that-a skinny person is some­ 
how more beautiful, more youthful-looking and more 
healthy than a thin person, Louderback shows that one’s 
proper weight should be 20 to 60 pounds above what the 
diet cola industry has decided is proper weight. 
Anyway, the chains of prejudice—not poundage—weigh 
a fat person down, he said. “ In fact,’’ Louderback added, 
“the social atmosphere is so completely permeated with 
body bias that the fat themselves have been infected by 
it. They hate other fat people, hate themselves when they 
are fat and will risk anything—even their lives—in an at­ 
tempt to get thin.’’ 
Americans are so infused with thin thinking, he said, 
that “we, as a culture, don’t enjoy eating any more. We 
are only content when we are dieting.” 
Louderback quit the rat race several years ago to be­ 
come a free-lance writer. Since then, he has blossomed 
to 40 or 50 pounds over his normal height-weight scale. 
His wife, he says, also has put on some weight. 
One of Louderback’s most cherished pieces of prose 
was written by a woman sometime ago. It suggested the 
antifat trend could be easily reversed. “All it would 
take,” he said, “would be one sharp public-relations man 
and enough money to wallpaper the Houston Astrodome.” 
“Then,” the lady wrote, “instead of the stony pouts of 
stick-figure models, dimpled smiles of satisfied chubbies 
would become the ‘Look.’ Think of the good it would 
create! Husbands would come home to groaning tables 
instead of green salads and a glass of gluey formula. 
Mothers and grandmothers would have ample Ians again, 
and teenagers wouldn’t look limp and listless anv 
more . . . ”

HOLLYWOOD—(N E A )— 
The phone rang during the 
shooting, so the assistant di­ 
rector asked them to please 
leave it off the hook during 
the next take. 
“ No, we can’t do that,’’ 
said a man. “ It’s an emer­ 
gency drug phone.” 
They were shooting, you 
see, in a drug clinic—The 
North Hollywood Free Clinic 
—for a scene in a film called 
“ The Clay Pigeon.” It’s all 
another example of Holly­ 
wood’s new realism. 
The North Hollywood Free 
Clinic is upstairs in a busy 
business section. On a black­ 
board listing “ Services” was 
scrawled: “ Drug, Marriage, 
Groups, P r o b l e m Preg­ 
nancy, Legal, Draft, Open 
Raps, Vocational Rehabilita­ 
tion.” ' 
The scene had Jeff Corey, 
a fine actor who is a l s o 
Hollywood’s most respected 
drama coach, Telly Savalas 
and Tom Stern discussing 
the odds a g a i n s t cures 
among addicts. But drugs 
play only a small part in the 
film which Stern, the pro­ 
ducer as well as the star, 
calls “ a surrealistic action- 
adventure.” 
Stern made money on his 
f i r s t production, “ Hell’s 
Angels ’69” and he says he 
has parlayed his profits into 
this one. 
‘i'v e been lucky,” Stern 
says, “ because all the pieces 
fell together.” 


He was able to get a group 
of excellent actors—Savalas, 
C o r e y , Burgess Meredith, 
Robert Vaughn, John Mar- 
ley—which is a tribute to 
luck and to the fact that 
there aren’t that many pic­ 
tures being filmed t h e s e 
days. 
It’s more than luck on 
Stern’s part, however. He’s 
a skilled and persuasive or­ 
ganizer. 


“ I guess I ’m pretty good 
at pushing a pencil and mak­ 
ing the pieces fit,” he ad­ 
mits. 


He’s paying his actors on 
a weekly basis rather than 
a flat sum for the entire pic­ 
ture. And he has arranged 
the shooting schedule so that 
his major stars do their bit 
separately and then they’re 
through.

“ If I could,” he says, “ I 
would only act. Actors don’t 
realize how cool things are, 
just acting. That’s the best 
part.” 


Jeff Corey—he played the 
man who killed Kim Darby’s 
f a t h e r in “ True G rit” — 
wasn’t too h a p p y about 
working in the clinic. Most 
actors these days profess to 
adore location work, claim­ 
ing it helps realism to work 
in a real situation.

Again, collecting of 
teasel should include cutting 
sm all, medium and large 
heads, all with a two-inch 
stem . 


W reath 
c o n str u c tio n 
begins with a row of sm all 
pods stuck into the inside 
ring of the styrofoam base. 
Medium pods are inserted 
on the outside ring and the 
large pods straight in for 
added 
dimension 
in 
the 
design. If bows or clustered 
cones are to be an added 
decoration 
accent, 
room 
m ust be left in their area by 
the 
om ission 
of teasel 
pods. 
Wreaths 
with 
the 


three rows of teasel are 
sprayed with the designer s 
choice of color. 
Teasel 
trees require a 
styrofoam cone base with 
the 
pods 
inserted 
at an 
upward angle, starting from 
the 
bottom 
and 
working 
upward. Added accents of 
decoration might be birds, 
bow s, 
sa tin 
b a lls, 
or 
artificial fruit. The basic 
teasel 
form 
will 
last 
10 
years and might receive a 
new and different coat of 
spray paint with a change of 
accen t 
decoration

year. These store well with

plastic cover for dust 
protection.

sentimental collectors. 
It took a Solvang sculptor 
named Walter Whitford to 
collect bits and pieces of the 
old

and 
combine them together to 
bring back the spirit of the 
folk school. The sculpture is 
called “ Spirit of Atterdag,” 
but

informality

It was 
named after King Atterdag, 
an ancient Danish monarch, 
and

Atterdag 
closed 
as

college in 1937, a victim of 
curtailed immigration and 
compulsory education laws 
in California that conflicted 
with policies of the school. 
For 30 more years it had a 
checkered 
career 
as 
a 
private school and hostelry. 
Eventually it fell into disuse

A few readers have writ­ 
ten to i n q u i r e about the 
p r o b a b l e value of glass 
dishes or tumblers bearing 
the impression of an early 
A m e r i c a n coin, some of 
which are considered in vio­ 
lation of the coinage repro- 
d u c t io n laws and confis­ 
cated by the Secret Service. 
Fortunately, only a few of 
the valuable s p e c i m e n s 
have been picked up by the 
authorities. Today many of 
these fine pieces may still 
be found in the collector’s 
cabinet. 
Those pieces of coin-glass 
not considered illegal were 
judged so strictly on the 
merits of the reproduction. 
If no attempt was made to 
create an exact image, the 
dish or goblet or tumbler 
was usually not picked up. 
Many of these pieces are 
also considered valuable for 
one reason or another by 
both glass and coin collec­ 
tors. 
One such item that may 
have a similar future is be­ 
ing offered to the public by 
Alexandria Coin Sales, Inc., 
of Alexandria, Va. It is a 
fluted- or scalloped-edge 
dish displaying an illustra­ 
tion of our first silver dollar 
(1794) centered in the bot­ 
tom. 


The dish itself is of a 
smoked glass transparency 
with 
a 
bluish-gray 
gold- 
edged band completely cir­ 
cling the inside s u r fa c e . 
The band, divided into 10 
sections, is imprinted with 
gold and silver impressions 
of early American and for­ 
eign currency.

All 2,499 prescriptions were

Mar. 2. 1889 and concluding 
in 1891. 
While her husband was 
collecting apothecary jars, 
during their travels, Marie 
M iller was adding to her list 
ol Victorian pickle jars. 
Most were purchased in the 
Virgima-Carson City-South 
Lake Tahoe area. 
Most of 
them 
are 
of 
quadrupled 
silver plate, ornate beyond 
belief, 
exquisite 
in 
very 
detail. Though pickles were 
the main inhabitants of the 
jars, jams were also housed 
there. 
Six are in the Daisy and 
Button 
pattern, 
three of 
which are thumbprint jars, 
in 
colored 
glass- -amber, 
blue, vaseline, clear, and 
cranberry. 
One jar was 
originally ot clear glass, is 
now a mauve shade after 
being exposed to the rays of 
the sun. 
Ot quadrupled 
silver plate which comprise 
the 
basket 
and 
tongs 
tretwork 
of 
all 
these 
Victorian 
jars, 
it 
is 
complete down to the silver 
bird perched atop the jar 
lid. 


Another jar is a Psyche 
and 
Venus 
medallion 
pattern; still another is a 
crown pattern ol cranberry 
•shade, with alternate panels 
showing a leaf spray. It was 
manufactured 
by 
the 
Mendan. Conn. Silver Co. 
Mrs. M iller surmises that 
all the jars are from molds, 
but that she has seen little 
published 
on 
Victorian 
pickle jars. Others she has 
seen have been sim ilarly 
priced from $125 to $350."
